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MAYOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


It is my pleasure to accept for the fourth time the 
duties and responsibilities of that honored office to 
which the citizens of Somersworth elected me. I 
would, indeed, be very ungrateful, if at this time I 
failed to acknowledge their deep trust with a sincere 
expression of my gratitude. . 


It has been my good fortune to have had for my 
business associates during the past year, most of you 
gentlemen who are assembled here today, which is a 
further acknowledgment of approval, on the part of 
our citizens, of the policy followed during the past ad- 
ministration. | 


Feeling that it is the wish of the majority of the 
citizens of this city that this policy of progressive econ- 
omy be continued, I shall expect every department, as 
well as every individual, to follow it closely during this 
coming year lest their faith and belief in us seem to 
have been misplaced. 


It is, perhaps, unnecessary to review with you these 
matters which pertain to our city government, since 
you are all men of experience. This fact, above all 
others, makes our position all the more acute and gives 
to our citizens the right to expect maximum results at 
minimum expenditures. Only a strict adherence to 
the conduct of business on business principles, subordi- 
nation of partisan to civic interests, and the finest dis- 
crimination between that which is essential to the 
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moral and material welfare of our city and that which 
is superficial will enable us to make this possible. 


During the past year, I received your hearty co- 
operation. Without it, very little could have been 
accomplished; for it is only when a mutual feeling of 
confidence in the motives and principles of one another 
exists, that success becomes evident. I sincerely trust 
that in the year to come the same friendly spirit of 
harmony will prevail in our midst and that no discor- 
dant note shall be struck which might in any way tend 
to detract our attention from our paramount duty— 
the execution of our affairs in such a manner as to 
reflect credit on our city, on our citizens, and on our- 
selves. 


When this has been accomplished, we shall have 
merited that confidence and trust which the majority 
of the voters of our city have deemed it advisable to 
place in us. |

HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS 


This department has carried out its work in a very 
eficient and commendable manner during the past 
year, and is deserving of all the compliment and praise 
given by the general public. The various improve- 
ments made by this department throughout the city 
have been effected impartially, with utter disregard to 
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sectionalism or partisanship, considering municipal 
needs only as the important factor. This subordina- 
tion of all other interests to those of our city and our 
citizens undoubtedly explains the great degree of suc- 
cess which has been attained. 


Last year I recommended the completion of the 
stretch of road which leads from Depot street to the 
New Dam mill. This has been done with gravel and 
topped with tarvia, making a decided improvement in 
that section of our city. Similar roads were built on 
Washington, on Fremont and on Garden streets. An 
entirely new road-bed had to be laid in the construc- 
tion of the road on Garden street on account of the 
swampy condition of that section. The improvement 
in appearance and in utility, however, is so noticeable 
that the expense incurred was justifiable. . 


My opinion regarding the macadamizing of the hills 
as an economic project, and the improvement of Frank- 
lin and South streets for facilitation of traffic, if for 
no other reason, remains the same. At least one of the 
two last-named streets should be gravelled or macad- 
amized this coming year and if our finances permit, | 
recommend that some action be taken on them. 


The condition of the Rollinsford road on the lower 
part of Main street is deplorable, we must admit. 
However, our finances will not permit us to improve 
unless State aid is received. A bill seeking this aid 
was killed in the Senate after having been reported on 
favorably in the House of the last Legislature. We 
must try again, however, keeping in mind always the 
value of such a state road to our business men. 


Last year I recommended the motorizing of the 
highway department, believing that in the end it would 
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mean a saving of time and money to the city. Visits 
were made to neighboring cities whose street depart- 
ments had been motorized, and the results obtained by 
them were so obviously favorable, that it was the 
unanimous opinion of our investigating committee that 
we should follow their example. 


After due deliberation it was thought advisable to 
purchase a Mack truck and a Fordson tractor with a 
scraper and scarifier attachment. Upon reviewing the 
work accomplished, the increased efficiency in service 
rendered, and the money saved to the city by our pur- 
chase, I feel satisfied that no mistake was made by our 
decision. So satisfied am I with the results, in fact, 
that if, in the future, the finances of the department 
should warrant it, I should consider it an act of rare 
judgment on the part of the city to place another truck 
at the disposal of the road department. 


We are all aware of the difficulty of travel over our 
highways during the winter months in the past years, 
and of the enormous sums of money expended by us 
in a futile attempt to keep our roads open to traffic. 
Realizing that the money expended for this purpose 
was being wasted by the antiquated methods employed, 
we agreed to co-operate with the State Highway de- 
partment in this work, and, in accordance with our 
agreement, purchased a Mead-Morrison tractor snow- 
plow. The results produced by this plow have far sur- 
passed our greatest expectations, and if we may judge 
the future outlook by the work accomplished during the 
past few months, we may rest assured that open roads 
during the winter months need no longer confront us 
as a serious problem, either from a point of view of 
service or of expense. 
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The city, being in need of quarters for these new 
motors, purchased a piece of property on High street 
and remodelled it into a garage. The lower floor of the 
building is so divided that one part of it serves as a 
boiler-room for the heating apparatus, while the other 
is used as a store-house for sand. The upper, or street, 
floor is utilized as a garage for the motor trucks and 
the snow-plow. 


The purchase of this building was a municipal neces- 
sity. The location was convenient, the initial cost, con- 
sidering the changes made, was small, and when the 
cost of space in a public garage was taken into consid- 
eration, it was my opinion that it would be much 
cheaper to the city in the end to own, rather than to 
rent. 


I am very much satisfied with the condition of our 
sidewalks this year. Besides repairing stretches of 
walk throughout the city, new concrete walks were laid 
on the following streets: On Prospect street, on Linden 
street, on Court street, on Myrtle, Horne, Hanson and 
Pear] streets; on School, Union and Pine streets, on 
Mt. Auburn street, on Indigo Hill: road and on Lee 
street. 


So many of our sidewalks needed attention this past 
year, it was the opinion of the department that we 
should discontinue the construction of granolithic 
walks, for this year anyway, and confine all of our 
work to the use of concrete, which is the more inexpen- 
sive material. 


LIGHTS 


Last year five beacon lights were purchased and in- 
stalled at the following crossings: One on Market 
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street near the so-called Maine bridge; another at the 
corner of Main and High streets; a third on Washing- 
ton street at the intersection of Washington, Green, 
and Orange streets; a fourth on High street at the 
junction of Orange and High streets; and a fifth at the 
junction of West High and High streets. These have 
not only added to the appearance of our city, but have 
also proved to be of great assistance to both pedestrians 
and motorists in the avoidance of accidents. 


Another added feature toward the embellishment of 
our city was the installation of-our new street lights on 
High, Market, and Main streets by the Twin State Gas 
and Electric Company. These lights were the result 
of a new contract between the city and the company, 
and were installed at the expense of the company with- 
out any cost to the city. The new lights, however, will 
use more electricity than the old, but the difference in 
cost is money well expended when we contrast the 
brightness of our streets under their illumination with 
the dreary appearance under that of the old. If it 
would meet with the approval of our citizens, I should 
certainly favor an extension of these lights on our prin- 
cipal streets. 


WATER WORKS 


Favorable reports from the State Laboratory show 
our water to be free from bacteria and suitable for 
drinking and domestic purposes. 

’ With the exception of a few minor repairs on the 
pump, very little money was expended on the machin- 
ery during the past year. The present condition of the 
machinery is excellent and will require but little atten- 
tion this coming year. 
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Repairs were made on the roof of the pumping sta- 
tion, and also on the coal shed, which had been badly 
in need of shingles. 


The installation of meters has materially reduced the 
consumption of water per capita. This has reduced the 
hours of pumping and has, consequently, resulted in a 
great saving on coal. 


The efficiency of the water meter system is self- 
evident. This year, as in the past, the department has 
met all its expenses and returned a substantial surplus 
to the city. Too much praise cannot be given for the 
successful manner in which this department has been 
managed. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


There can be no question in the minds of any of us as 
to the importance of this department to our citizens 
and our city, for upon the efficiency of the department 
depends not only the safety of our public and private 
property but also that-of our citizens. 


Much credit is due this department and to the fire- 
men for the willingness and determination with which 
they have engaged in their work. Very little loss by 
fire has been suffered by our city this year due, in a 
great measure, to the ability of the firemen to reach 
their goal before the fire could get under way and 
become serious. Most of the calls upon the depart- 
ment have been for chimney fires. Some action should 
be taken to educate the general public in the absolute 
necessity of starting each fall with a clean chimney. 


The department has been somewhat handicapped be- 
cause of its lack of suitable ladders with which to reach 
the most ordinary-sized building. The addition of a 
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modern motor combination ladder truck is seriously 
needed and would fill this requirement, and I would 
recommend the purchase of such a truck, if the finances 
of the department should permit it. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY 


Under the supervision of the Board of Trustees and 
the Superintendent, many noteworthy improvements 
were made during the past year, both on the grounds 
and on the buildings. The iron fence surrounding the 
grounds received a covering of asphaltum paint which 
makes a decided improvement in the appearance of the 
grounds, while extensive repairs were made on the 
well-house, on the buildings in the lower grounds, and 
the reeciving tomb, situated on West High street. 


The plans for a new gateway at the main entrance 
are already drawn and the work on this project will 
undoubtedly be completed this year. 


To cover the expenses entailed in the work of the 
past year, it was necessary to appropriate $700 over 
that of the previous year. Unfortunately this happens 
once in a while in various departments. However, 
great care should be taken by those in charge lest that 
which at first is unavoidable become habitual. 


PLAYGROUNDS 


The Board of Trustees in charge of our playgrounds 
have been receiving but very little co-operation in their 
good work from our citizens. To us the value of these 
grounds is perhaps of little moment, but to the children 
of our city, it is unquestionably of most vital impor- 
tance. The appropriation of the city toward the upkeep 
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of these grounds is insignificant when one considers the 
public good derived, but since the financial conditions 
of our city will not permit additional appropriations, 
the most that can be done is to urge that some means 
be taken to arouse the interest of the general public to 
the realization of the future possibilities which this 
worthy project holds in store for them. 


Last year the Trustees made notable improvements 
on the baseball diamond. These have been sought by 
the younger element of our city for a long time past, 
but the funds necessary to carry out the work, were, up 
until now, unavailable. Let us hope that this diamond 
will prove an attraction to the old as well as to the 
young, to those who watch as well as to those who play. 


This coming year I would suggest that the construc- ' 
tion of a swimming pool be considered, if the financial 
standing of the Trustees will permit. This would have 
a tendency to keep our youth from the river and would 
undoubtedly prove a means of prolonging the lives of 
those who might otherwise be the unfortunate victims 
of drowning. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


Our public buildings are in very good condition and 
outside of the minor repairs that must be made each 
year on all buildings to keep them in a presentable and 
wholesome state, very little attention has been re- 
quired. 

A discussion of our school buildings will be taken up 
under the School Department. 

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The supervision of this department is placed in the 
care of a Board of Trustees, whose efficient manage- 
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ment goes without question. Their wisdom in select- 
ing an experienced librarian qualified to judge the de- 
mands of the reading public and fulfill that demand 
explains the success of our library. 


The interior of the library, which was badly in need 
of paint, has been thoroughly renovated and is now in 
excellent condition. 


SCHOOLS 


Little time need be devoted to the educational system 
of our city. The report of our Superintendent reflects 
great credit on teachers and pupils alike for the high 
standing they have maintained. The favorable report 
received from the various institutions of higher educa- 
tion to which our graduates have gone leaves no doubt 
in our minds as to the high degree of excellence main- 
tained by this department. 


Our school buildings, with the exception of the High 
School, are in very good condition. However, in the 
Chandler School building the furnace, or rather fur- 
naces, for there are four, have passed beyond the stage 
of usefulness and should be replaced. The question of 
repair is not to be considered. 


I have attempted to show in the past that a new 
heating apparatus would save enough coal in a few 
years to pay for the cost of installation. I recommend 
that this change be made this year, and that the pres- 
ent hot air system of four furnaces be replaced by a 
single steam boiler. 


The condition of the High School building is so bad 
that I question if any citizen can find a single logical 
reason for its existence. I have attempted repeatedly 
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to awaken our good citizens to the adverse conditions 
under which our teachers and pupils are compelled to 
work, but have received no encouragement from them 
to change those conditions. I believe that this attitude 
of indifference is a gross injustice to our youthful citi- 
zens, and if the citizens of this city refuse to view the 
remains of an erstwhile school building and see it as it 
is now and not as it was when they were children forty 
or fifty years ago, I believe, Gentlemen of the Council, 
it is our duty to take such action as will preserve the 
health of our children and present to them the same 
opportunities that our neighboring cities offer to their 
future citizens. 


I not only favor, I recommend, that a new High 
School building be constructed this year. 


CONCLUSION 
Gentlemen: 


I have endeavored to bring before you this morning 
the achievements of the various departments for the 
past year, so that you may be better able to decide on 
the proper course to follow during this coming year. 
Throughout my brief review, I have mentioned many 
improvements that might be made to the advantage of 
the individual department and consequently to the city 
as a whole recommending only such changes which [| 
felt sure were absolutely necessary to the public wel- 
fare. 


Our financial status, in reality, is far. more en- 
couraging than that of a year ago, even though we are 
starting this year with a little lower surplus on hand. 
This difference is accounted for by the payment of 
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$16,500.00 on our bonds and the reduction of our city 
debt by over $10,000.00, not mentioning the various im- 
provements made which were practically indispensable 
to our city if we wish to stand on an equal footing with 
our neighboring cities, and the other cities of our size 
throughout the State. Nor must we lose sight of the 
fact that industrial conditions in our city have been 
very unsatisfactory and have resulted in not only loss 
of taxation but also of population. The recent improve- 
ment in these conditions is already becoming noticeable 
and I have every reason for viewing the future with 
the highest degree of optimism. 


Basing my judgment on the present outlook, I can see 
no reason for an increase in our present tax rate, 
which is the lowest of any city in the State with the ex- 
ception of one, while on the other hand, everything 
points to another decrease in taxable valuation. 


This does not mean that I favor the expenditure of 
public moneys in a prodigal manner. I am still of the 
firm belief that money saved is money earned, provided 
it does not deprive one of the necessities of life, and 
unless there is positive evidence to show that the re- 
quests made on our treasury this coming year are im- 
perative and indispensable, I shall not hesitate to exer- 
cise my prerogatives. On the other hand, I shall do all 
in my power to secure appropriations for all those 
projects which will tend to instill in our citizens a sin- 
cere affection for our city and a persevering faith in 
these city officials whom they have selected to govern 
their affairs. 


The spirit of co-operation which prevailed among us 
during the past year produced exceptional results that 
were gratifying to us all. Without a unity of purpose 
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in mind at all times, the betterment of our city—these 
results could never have been achieved. My one and 
only hope, Gentlemen, is that we shall keep that same 
spirit with us throughout the coming year, and that 
whatever progress is made by us shall be governed by 
the strict rules of honest economy, so that at the ter- 
mination of this year in office, our administration shall 
have so performed its duties and so discharged its obli- 
gations, that it will be deserving of the highest respect — 
of all our citizens.

The number of alarms responded to for the past 
year numbered ninety-two. 


Thirty-four permits to burn brush, grass, etc., were 
issued. 


During the spring and early summer months, we 
have a large number of brush and grass fires to fight. 
These, of course, occur in the outskirts of the city, and 
in the country districts. At present, we respond to 
these alarms with our pumper, or hire trucks and ma- 
chines to carry the men and equipment to the fire. I 
do not like to send the heavy apparatus onto muddy 
roads in the country, because, being so heavily loaded, 
it cuts up the roads, and the bad going takes a whole 
lot out of the machine, and also because, while engaged 
thus, it leaves the city property not properly protected. 
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Therefore, I would recommend the purchase of a 
lighter piece of apparatus, to take care of such calls 
and small fires, and also to act as a supply wagon for 
the larger pieces.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council: 


Gentlemen: Your Library Trustees present their 
report for the fiscal year ending March 1, 1927, includ- 
ing herein the report of the Librarian. 


In making a comparison between the reports of our 
Librarian for this year and the previous year, we are 
very much pleased to note that the number of borrow- 
ers from our library has increased, signifying that a 
greater interest in this department is being shown by 
our reading public each year. Practically the same 
number of volumes has been added this year as in the 
previous year. 


We find that the books acquired have been such that 
they may satisfy those pursuing the various lines of 
research work as well as those of the public who seek 
entertainment during their leisure moments. The list 
of books purchased during the year is, indeed, very 
well balanced, and denotes a close insight into what the 
reading public needs as well as what it desires. We 
are especially pleased that this is so, since it is from 
this department that civic enlightenment, learning, 
and culture should radiate to the benefit of our city as 
a whole. With so many of the so-called “best sellers’ 
in circulation today, which are paraded under the 
heading of good literature, but which, in reality, are 
no more than literary trash, the closest scrutiny has 
been made in the selection of books of fiction, lest the 
high moral standard which our library has always 
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maintained be lowered. We highly approve of the 
stand taken by our Librarian that our library must 
offer no encouragement to the circulation of any lit- 
erature that would have a tendency to pollute the mind 
of our public with ideas that are obviously immoral, 
even though they might be praised highly by the lit- 
erary critics. 


We have made every effort, during the year, to do 
our work as well as it has been done in former years 
and still keep within our appropriation. We have 
found this quite difficult, owing to the high cost of 
books. We trust, therefore, that you will co-operate 
with us during this coming year as you have in the 
past, and, if the finances of the city permit, increase 
the appropriation of this department so that it may 
not be hindered in the continuance of its good work.

Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted my report as 
Librarian for the fiscal year ending February 28, 1927. 


Without doubt the past year has been one of the 
most successful in our library history. A Public Li- 
brary aids people to be happy and obtain pleasure and 
information from their reading. When we consider 
that we loaned for home use 27,536 books last year, 
it is evident that this library is enjoyed and appreci- 
ated by its patrons. An effort was made to meet the 
demands and requests of every reader. 


During the year 683 new books were accessioned, 
making a total of 15,916 volumes now in the library. 
These new books were added twice a month as here- 
tofore. 


The most urgent need of our library at present is 
more shelving space; the library should be equipped 
with modern, steel bookstacks, thereby not only add- 
ing much to its attractiveness but to available space 
for accommodation of the books. 


The library is a public utility and not a luxury, and 
its educational value justifies the taxation for its sup- 
port as much, if not more than, any other public 
budget. 


I am indebted to the Trustees and my Assistant and 
acknowledge with gratitude their cooperation and 
support.

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REPORT OF AUDITORS FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
FEBRUARY 28, 1927 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 

Gentlemen: We herewith submit our report as audi- 
tors for the fiscal year ending February 28th, 1927. 

We certify to having examined the books and vouch- 
ers of the City Clerk and City Treasurer. Allowing 
for unpaid orders and trifling errors which have been 
corrected, we find the accounts to agree with the orders 
drawn on the Treasurer and the accounts correctly 
cast. 

We have also examined the books of the Water 
Works Dept., Tax Collector, City Messenger, Superin- 
tendent of Forest Glade Cemetery and Clerk of Munic- 
ipal Court, and find all accounts correctly cast and 
payments properly vouchered. 

Realizing that the function of auditors is merely to 
vouch for accuracies in bookkeeping, we nevertheless, 
as your co-workers in the public service feel warranted 
in calling attention to what we believe is an unbusi- 
nesslike, if not altogether dangerous practice. We 
refer to the absence in some departments of regularly 
kept books of original entry. While we have no reason 
to question the accuracy of final reports submitted to 
us for verification, we believe that the exact status of 
city funds handled by individuals should be available 
at the close of each month. 

We believe also that it is not consistent with good 
business practice to allow city funds to remain for an 
undue length of time in the hands of heads of depart- 
ments.

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General Rules 


Firemen, as well as citizens should familiarize 
themselves with the following rules for giving alarms 
of fire. 


1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, 
not until a box has completed its four rounds. 
Two boxes cannot operate together, and neither 
will work if two are pulled at the same time. 
Never pull two alarms or two boxes for the 
same fire. 


3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key-box 
and open the outside door with the key. Pull 
down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, 
then let go. Then let the box alone. The clock 
will be seen or heard to be running, and the 
alarm will follow in half a minute or so. Close 
the door, but do not try to remove the key, as it 
is locked in track lock and can only be removed 
by a release key, which is carried by each en- 
gineer, who will, as soon as convenient, release 
and return it. Remember that the firemen will 
come directly to the box which has been pulled, 
and be sure that some one stays at the box to 
direct them to the fire. 


4. Never pul] an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of 
fire. Give an alarm for no cause other than 
actual fire. Don’t give an alarm for a chimney 
fire.

To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen: I herewith present to you the annual 
report of the operations of the depaxemens for the 
year ending February 28, 1927. 


Pumping Station 


The buildings at the pumping station are in very 
good condition. I would recommend painting the 
wood-work inside the station this year. The boilers 
have had the usual inspection, and have been passed 
by the insurance company. 


Filter Bed 


The filter bed has been cleaned several times, and 
clean sand put back. 


Stand Pipes 


The stand pipe needs painting, and the brick-work 
needs a little repairing. 


Distribution Piping 


There were three leaks on the 12-inch main on Mar- 
ket street; one on 16-inch main on Rochester street; 
one on 8-inch main on Union street; and one on 6-inch 
main on Back street. During the past year we have 
repacked five gates on the system. The 4-inch main 
on Third street was found broken off in March, 1926. 


Service Pipes 


There were nine leaks on service pipes during the 
year, four of them caused by broken goose necks, the 
others by corrosion at curb cocks. 
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Hydrants 
We found five broken hydrants during the year, 
caused by reckless operation of automobiles.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board, 
Somersworth, N. H. 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my seventh an- 
nual report as Superintendent of your schools. 


The educational work of the year just closed has 
been along lines already laid out, seeking to improve 
upon the accomplishments of previous years. The aim 
has been to master the fundamentals of the subjects 
taught. Not only should the child acquire a definite 
knowledge of facts, but he should be able to use these 
facts in solving new problems. Ability to interpret 
the thought of the printed page, to think clearly and 
accurately, to express one’s thoughts intelligently, as 
well as to acquire facility in numbers, in spelling, 
and in penmanship, are some of the objects sought. 


When the Union Street school was closed the Man- 
ual Training department was transferred to the base- 
ment of the Chandler School building. While a stor- 
age room and a paint room would be a very great con- 
venience, yet it is possible to do very good work in the 
present quarters. Mr. Pierce, state inspector of man- 
ual arts, says that the equipment is up to the average. 


The heating plant of the Chandler School building 
was greatly improved by the installation of a vacuum 
heating system, thereby combining economy in the 
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cost of fuel, labor-saving on the part of the janitor— 
there being one furnace instead of four to take care 
of—and regulation of temperature by the room teacher. 

Reed work was introduced in the schools under the 
direction of Miss Roy, Supervisor of Drawing. This 
proved very successful and created unusual interest 
among the pupils of grades VI, VII, and VIII. Many 
pupils bought the finished product at the price of the 
material used. 


Attendance 


During the winter months the percentage of at- 
tendance in the primary grades was seriously affected 
by the prevalence of mumps and measles. In some 
rooms more than one-half of the pupils were absent at 
times. This, of course, slowed up the classroom prog- 
ress to some extent. Notwithstanding this handicap, 
the pupils were able to complete a very good year’s 
work. There are several explanations of this: First, 
the methods used by the teachers create interest and 
are along right lines; second, the average attendance 
of all schools for the year was 95.1 per cent. This 
fact shows that the general attendance in these rooms, 
as in other rooms, must have been very high, except 
during the weeks of low attendance. Third, psycho- 
logically inexplicable, the mind under such circum- 
stances seems to be assimilating what it has learned, 
and takes up its task with fresh vigor when the child 
returns to school. 


Your attention is invited to the record of punctuality. 
During the entire year there were only 141 cases of 
tardiness out of an aggregate half-day attendance of 
139,872. This is significant. The morale of a school 
system is indicated quite accurately by the regularity 
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and promptness of attendance. These habits carry 
over into the other phases of activity. If pupils and 
teachers neglect these two essentials they will quite 
likely neglect other essentials, and will soon become in- 
different to promptness and regularity in the prepara- 
tion of lessons, and in the conduct of the recitation; 
the discipline will grow lax, and the school will go along 
in a free and easy manner. |

Health Program 


In my previous report I discussed at length the work 
being done in other school systems along the lines of 
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games and recreation, of good posture and of personal 
hygiene, thereby enabling the pupil to enjoy good 
health and to prevent disease. The gymnasium facili- 
ties in the new High school will offer an excellent op- 
portunity to promote the physical welfare of its stu- 
dents. Much has been done in posture exercises in 
grades five to twelve. Through the school nurse some 
physical defects have been corrected, and other de- 
fects called to the attention of parents. 


Why so much attention to health? A sound, proper- 
ly-functioning body is a great factor in human happi- 
ness. It enables one to work regularly without loss of 
time through sickness, and it certainly prolongs the 
period of efficient employment, thus increasing the en- 
joyment and earning power of the individual. 


The gymnasium in the new High school will offer a 
splendid opportunity for physical development. To be 
most effective every boy and girl should be examined 
by a physician, especially as to heart trouble and other 
physical weakness, and remedial exercises given. This 
is done by the more progressive schools. 


Character Building 


Educators are placing more emphasis at the present 
time upon the development of the youth as a member 
of the social organism than ever before. The social 
studies, as history, civics, social science, economics, 
all aim to produce intelligent and responsible citizens. 
The United States department of education and the 
New Hampshire department of education have both 
published bulletins on this subject, outlining aims and 
methods of procedure, and giving many valuable sug- 
gestions. From the first grade through the twelfth 
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the child is impressed with the fact that he should per- 
form his obligations to others in the family, the school, 
the community, and the State, as a member of organiz- 
ed society. 


A copy of the pamphlet published by the New Hamp- 
shire department of education was placed in the hands 
of every teacher. Its general features were discussed 
at a teachers’ meeting. It was found that the es- 
sential points outlined were already being emphasized 
by our teachers. 


I am sure that every right-thinking person will agree 
that the efficiency of a school system is quite accurately 
determined by the kind of men and women it produces. 
Information, knowledge acquired, is only one factor; , 
high ideals, good habits, right attitudes towards civic 
and social duties, worthy membership in the home and 
in the community are equally essential qualities. How 
can these objectives be attained? By a type of disci- 
pline which requires prompt obedience and regular 
habits of study and conduct; by socializing certain 
school activities so that the boys and girls feel a sense 
of responsibility for the welfare of the group as a 
whole; by emphasizing the lessons which the great 
characters of history and literature teach, thus com- 
bining theory and practice, the formation of ideals and 
the acquisition of correct habits and attitudes towards 
the life of the home, the community, and the State. 


The New High School Building 


The vote of the School Board to erect, with the co- 
operation of the City Council, a new High school build- 
ing marked a new era in the educational progress of 
your city. The architectural features of the building 
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as planned by the architect, Mr. Charles G. Loring of 
Boston, not only insures a_ beautiful structure, 
but the arrangement of the rooms and the com- 
pleteness of the equipment will afford unusual opportu- 
nities for school work, under excellent conditions. The 
use of the gymnasium should not only promote the 
physical welfare of the pupils, but will add greatly to 
their enjoyment of school life and to the esprit de corps 
of the student body. 


Another fact of interest to the tax payer is the very 
low cost of construction. ‘The building, planned to 
seat over 200 pupils, well equipped for administration 
and for instruction, at a cost not exceeding $125,000, is 
surely a very economical investment. 


School Finances 


Any attempt to compare the cost of one school sys- 
tem with that of another is quite likely to be mislead- 
ing, unless one takes into account all the facts and 
conditions. Each city has its own specific problems 
of transportation, distribution of school buildings, con- 
centration of pupils, and other important facts, in- 
cluding the special subjects. Yet a few facts given in 
the reports of the State Department of Education for 
the school year 1925-26 will be worth while. 


On the basis of every thousand dollars of equalized 
valuation Somersworth spent for education $5.65, Do- 
ver $5.33, Newmarket $7.16, Nashua $8.18, Portsmouth 
$7.53, Littleton $8.44 and $10.80, Rochester $7.71, Con- 
cord $8.50. It can easily be deduced from these facts 
that the cost of public education in Somersworth is 
comparatively light. 
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The cost of high school education on the same basis 
is: Somersworth $1.30, Franklin $1.90, Portsmouth 
$2.37, Littleton $2.50, Newport $3.23, Rochester $2.40, 
Concord $2.14, Berlin $3.22, Newmarket $2.57, Nashua 
$1.95. The average cost of instruction per high school 
pupil varied widely, from $64.14 in Portsmouth to 
$130.72 in Manchester. Somersworth is $94.61, Do- 
ver $98.64, Laconia $118.79, Concord $108.28, Keene 
$74.46. The average cost for the State amounted to 
$101.98. 


The total average cost per high school pupil varied 
from $159.86 in Laconia to $74.11 in Portsmouth. The 
average for the State was $131.64. The cost in some 
other places was: Somersworth $134.21, Concord $141.- 
34, Nashua $122.39, Littleton $92.99, Newmarket 
$151.68. 


Your attention is invited to the special reports which 
follow. These present a good outline of some of the 
activities of the schools. The special teachers have 
done their work very well; they deserve full com- 
mendation. Yet we must not forget the work of the 
regular teachers, who also have done their work faith- 
fully and intelligently. It is only through united ef- 
fort on the part of all, School Board, Superintendent, 
teachers, and public, that the best results can be at- 
tained.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The work of the year which this report covers has 
been based largely upon those same principles of sturdy 
intelligent growth which have proven so valuable in the 
past in eliciting the finer qualities both of erudition 
and citizenship. In many schools educational fadism 
has usurped the rightful position of the basic studies. 
Not so in ours. Somersworth High school is essentially 
a college preparatory school. The majority of our 
students still cling to the old academic course and the 
majority of our graduates, more and more so each 
year, are wending their steps collegeward. 


Of last year’s graduating class seven entered insti- 
tutions of post-secondary grade. One more will ma- 
triculate this year. The total forms a goodly propor- 
tion when we reflect that in other schools 35% is the 
average number going to college. On the whole our 
graduates have done creditable work and the few, the 
very few failures of the past years can be traced direct- 
ly to individual ineptitude for academic work rather 
than to any lack of preparation. 


And while on the topic of preparation, a word is 
necessary concerning the College Entrance Examina- 
tions. These have changed so much in scope and 
severity the last five years that many schools—even 
those of the very best type—are loth to guarantee suc- 
cess to any of their pupils. Indeed, so severe has the 
stress and strain of competition become, so dispropor- 
tionate is the number of candidates to the number that 
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can be admitted, that many public high schools in 
Massachusetts are advising a fifth year of study before 
permitting their graduates to take these examinations. 


Nor have all the burdens which confront aspirants 
for collegiate degrees been placed upon the preparatory 
schools. In many ways the colleges themselves are 
striving, by various modes of experimentation, to elimi- 
nate the unfit and, by a selective process, to choose only 
those whose mental equipment and habits of thought 
would develop the broadest vision from contact with 
their faculties. Thus the whole matter of selection 
is, at present, in such a state of flux as to cause the 
heads of public and private preparatory schools no 
little uncertainty as to what demands the future may. 
make upon them. 


Again I find myself falling into the error of consider- 
ing only the needs of those who are planning to go to 
college. What of those who are solely desirous of ac- 
quiring the art of living? For this group—and in 
most communities it is a large one—certain distinct 
advantages must be offered, certain definite objectives 
must be established which will be in accord with the 
changing conditions of human existence. Surely the wel- 
fare of this group is—or should be—of as much con- 
cern to us as that of the individual whose keener men- 
tality urges him to undertake the arduous business of 
acquiring for himself a college degree. For the for- 
mer there should be devised a clearly-developed system 
of vocational training carefully balanced with the social 
sciences and of such strength that his school career is 
no longer an ephemeral transition from one course to 
another, always seeking that which will satisfy his in- 
terests and. never finding it, but one which will pro- 
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duce a complete and harmonious development of his 
practical nature which will enable him to find that 
niche in life for which he is best suited. 


It may be of interest to the readers of this report to 
know that the prize of five dollars offered for the best 
essay on Benjamin Franklin, the essay to be read in 
assembly during the week dedicated to national thrift, 
was awarded to Miss Ruth Sullivan. Other awards 
during the year are mentioned elsewhere in the report 
of the schools. 


I would be remiss in my allegiance if, in conclusion, 
I had no word to say of the old building, now in process 
of destruction, which has so long and honorably housed 
the activities of our school. True, there is little in it 
to which we can point with pride, yet it will always re- 
main with us as a symbol of advancement, for it was 
the first manifestation of any community in the State 
of a desire for higher education for the masses. The 
building still links us with an era when secondary edu- 
cation was the privilege of the wealthy few rather than 
the right of the many. Previous to its erection secon- 
dary education in New England was in the hands of pri- 
vate individuals as trustees in control of private acad- 
emies. The people of Somersworth were pioneers. They 
believed that education was a public duty and with that 
fine spirit of self-abnegation which was characteristic 
of our progenitors they put their convictions, regard- 
less of cost or personal sacrifice, to a novel test. In 
1848 they petitioned the General Court asking that a 
separate school district be established with powers to 
erect and maintain a public high school. A novel ex- 
periment, indeed, when we consider that this idea had 
crystallized and borne fruit at a time when Horace 
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Mann, the father of the public school system was still 
at his task of organizing and revivifying the elementa- 
ry schools of Massachusetts. The building sanctioned 
by the charter was completed in 1849 at a cost of $10,- 
000. It has, however, served its purpose and now the 
torch must pass to other hands to hold on high. Let 
its memory be held in reverence. 


I am appending to this report a list of the pictures 
and memorial plaques which hang on the walls of the 
main room. Most of them, I have reason to believe, 
were gifts to the school from the various graduating 
classes, yet none can be identified save two. Many of 
the pictures are badly soiled, only three of them being 
in good condition. The plaques and friezes can be 
easily cleaned.

Board: 


Another year is nearing completion with its usual 
swiftness. Again we look back to appraise the year’s 
achievements. The students have done most satisfac- 
tory work this year. Thanks are due to the hearty co- 
coperation of the teachers and the helpfulness of the 
school board. 


Versatility has a thousand rewards in this era of 
achievements and we are striving to aid our students 
to enjoy the greatest possible number of activities. 
With this in view we have attempted to supplement 
our regular drawing course with such side instruction 
as might later be beneficial. Examples of this are 
poster work and reed work. 


The lower grades have been working with colors and 
doing free-hand work. Prizes were offered in the 
third, fourth and fifth grades for the most excellent 
pieces of work passed in. Such stimulation always 
brings interesting results and promotes general inter- 
est. 


In the Grammar school] the work has deviated from 
the usual program. From Christmas until June, the stu- 
dents worked with reed, making a wide variety of ob- 
jects. The results were most gratifying. Ninety 
dollars’ worth of the objects were sold to the students 
and their friends. We also had an exhibition of the 
reed objects in connection with the domestic science de- 
partment. 
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In the High school we did free-hand sketching and 
lettering. The work done was particularly commend- 
able and it is to be regretted that we were unable to 
have an exhibition. 


Let me again express my appreciation to all those 
concerned for the interest and help which has been 
given me in my work.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Board of 
Education: 


Gentlemen: 


I am presenting with pleasure the report of my sixth 
year as supervisor of music in the Somersworth 
schools. 


As my time has been given entirely to Somersworth 
this year, my program has been quite materially chang- 
ed. Instead of one period for singing and one for 
folk-dancing each week in the first to the fifth grades, 
I now have two singing and one folk-dancing. 

In the Grammar school my periods have been doubled 
with the exception of Mr. Mooney’s room, where the 
time of one has been extended. 


In the High school, also, the length of the lesson was 
increased, and it was also arranged that the last period 
on Thursday afternoon could be given to orchestra 
practice, continuing after school. 


Wednesday afternoon the regular Assembly has been 
held at the Grammar building, with orchestra practice 
after school. 


I am still using the Progressive Method, and work 
has gone on practically the same as in previous years. 
One special feature of the grades has been the chil- 
dren’s orchestra. 


Last year, in the second grade I tried a rhythmic or- 
chestra which was such a success that this year in the 
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third grade we branched out on a little larger scale. 
Last year the children simply kept time with their dif- 
ferent instruments to the music of the victrola. This 
year I purchased Haydn’s Toy Symphony and the chil- 
dren read the music and had piano accompaniment. I 
consider the benefit derived from this training is con- 
siderable. The sense of time and rhythm has been 
developed, and the power of concentration very largely 
increased. In addition, interest has been aroused in 
several cases to such an extent that parents are being 
besieged with requests for permission to own and take 
lessons on some instrument. Of course the big city 
schools have an advantage in providing instructors on 
the various instruments, but if a child shows any desire 
or aptitude for a special instrument I wish I could im- 
press it upon the parents that the gratification of that 
desire may be of incalculable benefit in later life. 


In May an entertainment was given the proceeds of 
which were for the milk fund. The program, com- 
posed of folk dances, orchestra selections, choruses, and 
drills, was very cordially received. 


_ Because of the unavoidable postponement of the en- 
tertainment from its original date, the necessary re- 
hearsals dragged on over a larger period of time than 
would have been taken and of course this interfered 
with my regular music work. In spite of this hin- 
drance I feel gratified that the requirement in both 
grades and Grammar school is so nearly met. 


In connection with the entertainment I wish to say to 
the teachers for their hearty and helpful cooperation 
and to the public who have been so generous in their 
expressions of appreciation a very hearty “thank you.” 
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I also wish to thank the Superintendent and mem- 
bers of the Board for their cordial support during the 
year that is just closing.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DOMESTIC 
ARTS 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members. of 
the School Board: 


Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual re- 
port of the work completed in the Domestic Arts De- 
partment of the Somersworth schools. 


The aim of the course in cooking is to teach tie 
children to prepare and serve well-balanced meals, 
suitable to the average home in any community, with 
emphasis on the cost, preparation, food value,. and 
methods of serving. In sewing the aim is to teach, by 
actual experience, how to select materials and make 
clothing suitable to the individual pupil. 


In grade six the pupils have learned the different 
stitches and the use of the sewing machine in the proc- 
ess of making simple garments and household articles. 
They have made hand towels, aprons for their cooking 
classes, Christmas gifts, nightgowns, and slips. In 
cooking they have made simple dishes preparatory to 
the more advanced work next fall. 


In grade seven the girls canned and.preserved many 
fruits and vegetables, made jelly and pickles. The re- 
mainder of the time in cooking was spent in prepara- 
tion of wholesome food which could easily be prepared 
in the average home, and in the preparation and serv- 
ing of balanced meals with thought as to cost and nu- 
tritive values of different foods. In sewing, grade 
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seven made underwear, Christmas gifts, and simple 
dresses. 


The canning and preserving in grade eight was 
carried on in much the same way as in grade seven. 
They also prepared a variety of foods in preparation 
for the serving of meals. Attention was given to the 
selection and cost of foods in season, nutritive values 
and the methods of preparation and attractive service. 
In sewing, they made various pieces of underwear, 
Christmas gifts, and wash dresses. 


The High school class had courses in foods and cook- 
ery, household organization, millinery and clothing. In 
cooking the lessons were based on the serving of meals. 
Attention was given to. the more complete study of 
food values, costs and preparation of food. They served 
dinners and luncheons. In household organization they 
studied household appliances, the planning and fur- 
nishing of a convenient kitchen, an efficient working 
schedule, etc. In millinery they remodeled and made 
new hats. In sewing they made underwear, remodeled 
and made a new dress, and made a few household 
articles. 


In the fall an exhibit of canned goods was entered at 
the Rochester Fair. In the spring an exhibit of school 
work was held. Tea and wafers were served. 


I wish to thank the School Board, Superintendent, 
teachers and parents for their helpful cooperation dur- 
ing the year.

ARTS 


To the Superintendent of Schools and Members of the 
School Board: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as Mechanic 
Arts Instructor in the Somersworth Schools. 


I am pleased to hear that we are to have a new High 
school. Because of this, I will omit many instances 
where improvement is essential. The enrollment this 
year was one hundred, but many of these were rather 
young to be handling manual training apparatus. More 
work in the High school would overcome this, and 
thereby omit the lower grade. 

The High school boys are below standard. This is 
due to the fact that instead of using lathes, bandsaws, 
and circular saws, we have to use old planes and hand- 
saws. Mechanical drawing has been given to the High 
school boys, and also shop-mathematics. This has help- 
ed them to read and interpret blue prints, and to figure 
out the amount of stock necessary to make an object. 

The work of the boys in the seventh grade has been 
very satisfactory. With new and better equipment, 
and room for a paint shop, I believe that a great im- 
provement can be made. 

The popular projects this year were: piano benches, 
ceder chests, taborets, medicine cabinets, book rack, 
plant boxes, radio cabinets, telephone sets, costumers, 
card tables, step ladders, and other similar projects.

Under the auspices of the N. H. State Board of 
Health, the local Woman’s Club, Red Cross and Board 
of Education, a clinic for children under school age 
was held November 5, 1926, at Memorial Hall. The 
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local doctors gave their services. About 125 children 
were given a complete physical examination. The ob- 
ject of the clinic is to help parents find defects and 
_ have them corrected before the child enters school. The 
follow-up work of cases found for correction is being 
done by the local school and Red Cross Nurses. 


There is a very great need of a dental clinic in the 
public as well as the parochial schools of our city. 
Teeth are very necessary to health and we must begin 
to take care of them in infancy, in fact, before they 
erupt. Building foods such as milk, green vegetables, 
fruit, and coarse, hard bread is essential in making 
good hard, strong teeth. 


With the financial help of the local Woman’s Club 
we have been able to serve hot cocoa to twenty-five 
(25) children with their noon lunch. The cocoa was 
served through the winter months.
